Safety during 
July 4 th

Don’t try to 
alter them or combine 
them. 

• Never re-light a 
“dud” firework (wait 20 
minutes and then soak it 
in a bucket of water) 

• Use common sense 
when using fireworks. 
Spectators should keep 
a safe distance from the 
shooter, and the shooter 
should wear safety glass¬ 
es. 

• Alcohol and fire¬ 
works do not mix. 

• Have a “designat¬ 
ed” shooter - only persons 
over age 12 should be al¬ 
lowed to handle sparklers 
of any type. 

• Do not ever use 
homemade fireworks or 
illegal explosives; they 
can kill you! 

• Report illegal ex¬ 
plosives to the fire or po¬ 
lice department in your 
community.

The years from 
1960 through 2000 
were very productive 
ones for Willow Baptist 
Church, but one of 
the greatest physical 
accomplishments was 
the completion of the 
current brick church. 

Bro. Jasper Keith 
served the church until 
August 1961, and the 
church called Bro. 
Kenneth Richey as 
pastor in September 
1961. The poor 
condition of the former 
church building and a 
large Sunday School 
enrollment encouraged 
the church to consider 
plans to build a new 
church. The Building 
Committee was Johnnie 
Perkins, Chairman, 

Betty Lou King, Jack 
Brooks, Rosa Cummins, 
Leland Bowles, and 
Florene Haley. The land 
for the new church was 
purchased from Bro. 
Richey for $5,000. The 
contractor presented 
a figure of $46,000 
for the cost of the new 
brick building, and 
the church secured the 
necessary loans. In spite 
of problems with the 
contractor, the members 
saw to the completion 
of the building project. 
The new church was 
dedicated on August 6, 
1967. 

The following 
events were significant 
in looking back at 
Willow’s history from 

1968- 2000: 

1968-Celebration 

of the 15 0 th Anniversary, 
Gladys Hedgecock, 
Chair; converted the 
old church building into 
a recreational center; 

1969- Bro. Richey 

resigned after eight 
years as pastor; 1973- 
Mark Modlin served as 
first youth minister until 
1976; 1975-stair well 
built at rear of church; 
1976-J. R. Turner hired 
as youth minister; 
Nov. 14, 1976-note 

burning ceremony held; 
Aug. 1979-sale of old 
church building with 
building torn down in 
Feb. 1981; 1983-85- 


Mike and Debbie Brooks 
served as Southern Baptist 
missionary journeymen in 
Gaza, Israel; 1988-church 
purchased first copier; 
members were accepted 
through their baptism 
from other denominations; 
1991-Wesley Mattox 
served as youth minister 
until 1992; 1992-Dessie 
Peddicord nominated to 
the Sunday School Wall of 
Fame for 68 years teaching 
service; June 27, 1993- 
Celebration of the 175 th 
Anniversary with Bro. 
Tommy York authoring 
the church history and 
a church picnic being 
held at the old Willow 
Creek Church site; 1994- 
sound system purchased; 
1996-97 church was the 
benefactor of a generous 
donation from the Alice 
Faye Hampton (daughter 
of Hubert & Octa 
Hampton)Estate with an 
outdoor illuminated sign 
placed in her memory, and 
remodeling completed 
with pews padded in blue 
upholstery, new lighting, 
a wheelchair ramp, and 
the erection of a shelter 
at the rear of the church; 
provided food to Milford 
residents suffering from 
Flood of ’97; supplied 
food and clothing to 
Falmouth victims and 
made generous donations 
to Falmouth Baptist and 
Trinity Churches; 1998- 


participated in Harvest 
Festival Parade with 
a float representing 
the history of the 
church; distributed 100 
Jesus videos; made a 
generous donation to 
Dr. Monte McElfresh’s 
mission trip to India; 
hosted five missionaries 
from Union Association 
World Missions 

Conference; blue 
stained glass windows 
installed in church; held 
Mark Modlin Day with 
many former youth 
present; 2000-donated 
$1,000 to Bracken 
County Water district 
for fire hydrant; central 
air and heat installed 
in the parsonage; and 
a musical benefit was 
held for Abigail Mattox 
raising $3,400. 

These years 

were active ones for 
Willow with members 
gathering regularly 
for Sunday School, 
morning worship, 
Sunday evening 

worship and Wednesday 
evening prayer services. 
The members were 
consistentinmaintaining 
their faith in the Word 
of God, with much yet 
to come in the life of 
the Church.

After a long winter, 
many of us want to spend 
as much time as possible 
outdoors. As you venture 
outside, remember to 
protect yourself from sun 
and heat, no matter your 
age. 

Anyone who spends 
a considerable amount of 
time out in the sun with 
unprotected, exposed 
skin runs the risk of de¬ 
veloping skin cancer. 
The fairer your skin, the 
greater your risk. Often¬ 
times, parents remem¬ 
ber to put sunscreen on 
their young children but 
forget about protecting 
themselves. Older adults 
may choose not to wear 
sunscreen thinking, “the 
damage has already been 
done.” This is far from 
the truth. 

The risk of getting 
skin cancer increases 
with age. The Skin Can¬ 
cer Foundation estimates 
“that between 40 and 50 
percent of Americans 
who live to 65 will have 
at least one skin can¬ 
cer.

Holiday Water Recreation 
Tips Issued from DPH, DOW 


With summer upon 
us and July 4th quickly 
approaching, the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Water 
(DOW) and the Kentucky 
Department for Public 
Health (DPH) offer these 
safety tips to help Ken¬ 
tuckians enjoy the many 
rivers, lakes and creeks 
in which we boat, fish, 
swim, canoe or otherwise 
enjoy our abundant water 
resources. 

Despite many water 
quality improvements, 
there is the potential for 
human health risks in any 
body of water. By us¬ 
ing common sense, your 
risks of experiencing wa¬ 
ter-derived health issues 
can be greatly decreased. 

DOW and DPH rec¬ 
ommend avoiding ar¬ 
eas with Harmful Algal 
Blooms (HABs). Blue- 
green algae occur natu¬ 
rally in the environment 
and are a vital part of the 
ecosystem. HABs arise 
when there are excess nu¬ 
trients (phosphorus and 
nitrogen), sunny condi¬ 
tions, warm temperatures 
and low-flow or low-wa¬ 
ter conditions. 

If you are concerned 
that you have symptoms 
that are a result of expo¬ 
sure to HABs, please see 
your doctor and call your 
local health department. 

DOW and DPH rec¬ 
ommend that the pub¬ 
lic follow these guide¬ 
lines to avoid exposure 
to HABS: 

1. Avoid ingesting or 
inhaling the water. 

2. Thoroughly clean 
hands and other areas of 
skin that have come in 
contact with the water. 

3. Don’t allow open 
wounds to have direct 
contact with the water. 

4. Avoid areas where 
swimming or harmful al¬ 
gal bloom (HAB) adviso¬ 
ries have been issued. 

5. Avoid water with 
obvious odors or surface 


scums. 

6. Avoid getting in 
water after a heavy rain¬ 
fall, especially in dense 
residential, urban and ag¬ 
ricultural areas. 

7. Avoid areas below 
wastewater treatment fa¬ 
cility outfalls, animal 
feedlots, straight pipes or 
other obvious sources of 
pollution. 

8. Restrict pets and 
livestock from drink¬ 
ing the water if a bright 
green or blue-green sur¬ 
face scum is present. 

9. Avoid direct con¬ 
tact with HAB-infested 
water, including swim¬ 
ming, wading, fishing, 
paddling, diving and wa¬ 
ter skiing, which may re¬ 
sult in symptoms. 

10. People who are 
prone to respiratory al¬ 
lergies or asthma should 
avoid areas with HABs. 
Children may be particu¬ 
larly sensitive. 

11. If contact has 
been made with water 
containing blue-green al¬ 
gae, wash off with fresh 
water. In some cases, 
skin irritation will appear 
after prolonged exposure. 
If symptoms persist, con¬ 
sult your local health care 
provider. 

12. Fish fillets (not 
organs) maybe consumed 
after the fillets have been 
rinsed in clean, non-lake 
water. It is advisable to 
wash any parts of your 
body that have come into 
contact with the fish. 

13. More informa¬ 
tion concerning the qual¬ 
ity of Kentucky’s water
